Wage & Hour Bill Is Defeated 


e. 
Terms of the Federal Law Forecast It 


The Arkansas House has tabled the state wage & hour 


bill, apparently ending for this session the attempt to re-enact 
the federal law as a state measure. The fundamental objection 
to the proposal, as seen by this writer, does not appear to have 


tfbeen stated definitely and graphically despite the numerous 


speeches made against it at the various public hearings. Our 
position is, that the very language and intent of the federal 
law automatically prohibits its re-enactment as a state measure 
in Arkansas.

ture and its processing lines. Tho 
federal law's application, therefore, is 
limited to employes engaged in in- 
dustrial manufacture. It was con- 
ceded by the sponsors of Ihe federal 
law that agriculture and industry are 
contrary in nature, thai n wage & 
liour bill which would help industry 
would at the same time cripple agri- 
culture; therefore the federal enact- 
ment was limited to apply only to 
workers whose wages arc drawn from 
the sale of manufactured goods whose 
prices can be made to absorb the 
costs of the wage & hour law.

H would, of course, 
still exempt 
agriculture and those

attempt to forecast in this debate the 
beginning of a labor-capital fight in 
Arkansas. But'I Ihink union leaders 
themselves realize that in Arkansas 
the grcati labor problerrj/is not in';the 
cities, which they 1 propose, to' affect} 
but ,out on the farms, which Ihcy 
specifically exempt.

The' fact is that instead of really 


helping Labor—which in 
Arkansas 


means farm labor—Ihe slale wage & 
hour proponenls aulomatically aban- 
doned and walked off and left the 
only real problem that

Ihcm, and they did so because not 
even the federal government had a 
solution for the problem of increasing 
farm income. 


And until some solution K> found 


for increasing farm income, and there- 
by helping farm labor, Arkansas is 
not going to aid her relatively small 
and unimportant city labor at the cost 
of inflicting still higher prices against 
her great army of farm customers.

Rc-cnaclmcnl of the federal wage 


and hour law is, as I have said, for- 
bidden lo agricultural states by the 
direct inference contained in the fed- 
eral law's exemption of agriculture 
and those who depend cither directly 
or indirectly on it. 


But othcr.lcss drastic restrictions on 


working hours lie within the province 
oC the state legislature. Arkansas for 
a long time has had n minimum-wage 
and maximum-hour law for women. 
Something along that line might be 
extended to men. 


There is no point to debating pro- 


posals in the legislature to raise city 
wages at the expense of agriculture, 
in a state that is overwhelmingly 
agricultural, for the question has al- 
ready been settled by the federal 
wage & hour law—but there still re- 
mains the logical question of curtail- 
ing too-long hours, possibly by reg- 
ulating opening and closing hours of 
various establishments, leaving the 
matter of wages to be determined, 
as profits are, by the total amount 
of dollars our agricultural state can 
command in the markets of Amer- 
ica—for the markets of the world 
are gone.

Hope is No. 1 on a list of five 


Arkansas cities which will receive 
National Guard armory projects as 
soon as sites are furnished, and with 
out further negotiation with the fed- 
eral government, the Hope armory 
committee was informed at the State 
Military Department in Little Rock 
laic Wednesday afternoon. 


County Judge Fred Luck and the 


committee, Chairman Roy Anderson, 
-nfford Franks, R. P. Bowen ana /v. 
:1 Washbum (Terrell Cornelius was 
lied up elsewhere in the stale cap- 
tol) had a two-hour meeting with 
Major Pat Harris, assistanl adjutant 
general, the conference also being 
attended by the Hcmpstcad legisla-

Major Harris, it developed, was al*

No Armory-Gym 


Major Harris .promptly disposed of 


one proposal—the idea 'that a build- 
ing could' h,c . put up 'jointly 
for 


use • as a1 gymnasium and armory.-He 
said this was" iabsqlutely against de-: 
partmont rules, previous experiments 
along this line having been criticiz- 
ed by the Army. 


He said, however that the armory, 


which will be in the custody of the 
local commanding officer of the Na- 
tional Guard—Capt. Mack 
Duffie— 


may be used for almost any com- 
munity purpose except basketball. He 
said its use, so as not to conflict 
with National Guard duties, was per- 
mitted for dances, other social meet- 
ings of the community, and for in- 
door sports such as boxing and wrest- 
ling matches, with the exception of 
basketball. 


The proposed Hope armory would 


be a ?40,000 building, ?18,000 furnish- 
ed by the state and ?22,OOQ by the 
federal government. Identical build- 
ings arc scheduled for Russellville 
Walnut Ridge and Camden, and a 
$150,000 structure for Little Rock. 


The total armory schedule, state 


and federal, is $310,000; and the state's

British Close 
in on Cheren 


Important Italian- 
Held Rail Town 
Surrounded 


CAIRO—(/P)—British forces in Africa 


are closing in on Cheren, important 
rail town in Italy's Eritrea, British 
headquarters announced Thursday. 


In northern Africa the advice of the 


Army of the Nile on Bengasi, Libya, 
progresses 'satisfactorily^', a com- 
munique said. 


Cheren lies about 40 miles north- 


cast of Agordat, which the British 
captured last Saturday, and is about 
half-way on the railroad line between 
Agordat and Massaua, Eritea's prin- 
cipal seaport. 


The Italian positions about Cheren 


are believed to be strongly fortified 
and the country is wild and rugged, 
making motorized advances difficult. 


Farther south in Erilrea, Ihe Bril- 


ish said the Fascist forces which had 
withdrawn eastward 
from 
Barentu 


were vigorously pressed in the whole 
area. 


The British pace in North Africa 


was expected to bring them to the 
gates of Bengasi in about 48 hours. 


Since the beginning of the East 


African campaign, the communique 
said, "about 1,500 prisoners, mostly 
Italians, have been taken, with furth- 
er captures of military material of all 
descriptions." 


The British 
are 
making "good 


progress" in their advance along the 
Gondar road in Ethiopia, the com- 
munique declared, in spite of num- 
erous mine fields left by the retreat- 
ing Italians.

Aid to British 
Prolongs War 


Asserts Lindbergh 
in Testimony 
to Committee

WASHINGTON — UP) — Col. 


Charles Lindbergh testified Thurs- 
day that the United States air- 
foi'ce now was "weaker in re- 
lation to Germany's" than a year 
ago. This, he said, was because 
of shipments to England. 


WA,SHINGTON-(/P)-Coy. Charles 


A. Lindbergh said Thursday that by 
aiding Great Britain and other coun- 
tries the U. S. "is encouraging war, 
prolonging it and increasing blood- 
shed in Europe without materially 
affecting the course of the war." 


Testifying in opposition to the ad- 


ministration's British aid bill before 
the senate foreign relations commit- 
tee, Lindbergh said in a prepared 
statement that if Ihis country is ever 
invaded "the responsibility will lie 
with those 
abroad."

send our arms 


Under questioning by Sen. Con- 


nally, D. Texas, the 39-year-old Al- 
allanlic flier declared that the nation 
already 
was committed 
to giving 


Britain some aid. "We should keep 
our promises," he declared, then add- 
ed: 


"I think it is very important that 


England not be beaten in war, but I 
don't think that is in American con- 
trol.' 


Lindbergh then said he believed 


repeal of this country's arms em- 
bargo two years ago had "encouraged 
war" in Europe. 


"I think that our taking part in this 


war in Europe will prove to have 
prolonged the war, not to have ma- 
terially affected the war, and 1 am 
afraid all those countries over there 
will be accusing us of that in the 
next few years." 


"Then you think that by giving aid 


to Britain we are encouraging the 
war?" Connally asked. 


Replying affirmatively, 
Lindbergh 


added that American help to belliger- 
ents abroad encouraged and prolonged 
increased bloodshed.

Italian Charge 
Is Beaten Off 


Italians Again 
Put on Defense 
in Albania 


ATHENS — (IP)— An Italian attack 


Wednesday in the Tcpeleni sector of 
Albania in which tanks were said to 
have led the way for shock troops 
in armored cars, was reported Thurs- 
day by the Greeks 
to have been 


shattered, putting the Italians again 
on the defensive. 


Dispatches from the front said that 


anti-tank fire destroyed four of the 
armored cars and "many tanks" and 
that the assault troops, routed by a 
Greek bayonet charge, threw down 
hand grenades and automalic weapons 
as they fled, 


The counter-assaull was launched 


the moment the column halted for 
Ihe motorized troops to go into act- 
ion. The crews of four armored cars 
were taken prisoners. 


The attack was made in darkness 


but the surprise clement was lacking, 
the Greeks said. 


The Italians were reported hastily 


entrenching at some points of the 
front, 
and here and there 
Greek 


advance units were so close they could 
hear their foes at work. 


The Albanian port of Valona, once 


one of the busiest lisks in tile Italian 
supply chain to Albania, has been so 
badly battered by repeated bombings 
that the Italians have given it up as 
a base port, the Greeks reported. 


The Greeks quoted Italian prisoners 


as saying Ihe Fascists had been forced 
to union dsupplies at a small town 
south of Valona on the Bay of Va- 
lona.

Committee Unfavorable 


LITTLE ROCK —(/P)- The house la* 


bor committee Thursday returned to 
the house with an unfavorable 
re- 


commendation the state wage & hour 
bill sponsored by the Arkansas AFL 
and proposing wage and hour levels 
parallel to the federal statute, 


Committeemen declined to discuss 


the vote by which the measure was 
rejected following three public hear- 
ings. 


A secret ballot was taken Thurs- 


day morning after the final hearing 
Wednesday night at which'Secretary 
Thackrey 
of the state AFL said 


the bill would cover some 40,000 work- 
ers not now covered by the federal 
law. Among those appearing 
against 


the bill was Mrs. L. N. Frazier of 
Jonesboro, who said she would be re- 
quired to close a steam laundry which 
she operates, if the measure were 
adopted. 


Well informed legislative sources 


said a compromise wage-hour bill was 
being worked out designed to meet ob-, 
jections raised by small business in- 
terests to the AFL bill. 


Final Public Hearing 


LITTLE ROCK - The house labor 


committee ended public hearing on 
the controversial wage and hour bill 
Wednesday night. 


The hearing, attended by more than 


400 persons, was the third held on the 
bill, which would fix minimum wages 
of 30 cents an hour to October, 1945 
and 40 cents an hour thereafter, and 
maximum hours of 40 a week.

Never Changes 


Ethel Barrymore 
is a Star for 
40 Years

NEW YORK - "We used to say

Ethel Baromore says the changes 


in the theater have been as simple 
as that in the 40 years since she 
became a star 


"There have been changes in the 


theater, but they're 
all superficial. 


The speeches 
follow the styles in 


speech, the pacing may be a little 
faster, but that's all. The theater- 
good theater—never changes. They say 
there arc only three or four basic 
plots, and I believe that's true. 


"The 
theater changes 
outwardly 


from time to time only because the 
times themselves change," 


Miss Barrymore was resting in her 


dressing room between matinee and 
evening performances of her pre- 
sent play, "The Corn Is Green." She 
lit a cigaret that seemed strangely 
out of place witli her gay OO's bi- 
cycling costume. 


"The good plays," she continued, 
'are the ones that answer the usual 
artistic standards of universality of 
time and place, 'The Corn Is Green1 
is that kind of play. It's laid in 
Wales in the OO's, but the story—a 
teacher discovering a genius in a 
coal mine—would be as good 20 years 
from now, or 20 years ago, as it is 
now, 
and it would hold true any- 


where. 


] "Incidentally, I've received many 
letters from school teachers thanking 
me for presenting their profession in 
a sympathetic constructive way. They 
said that unfortunately teaching school 
is often laughed at." 


Discounts 'Messages' 


For "message plays" Miss Barry- 


more has little use. The theater can- 
not influence the times, she said- 
it must inevitably move with the 
times, reflect them rather than direct 
them. 


"Message plays almost invariably fail 


to accomplish their aim or to cor- 
rect the wrong they seek to right," 
she continued. "The only one I can 
think of off-hand that was success- 
ful was one by Galsworthy called 
'Justice.' It was really instrumental 
in bringing about prison reform in 
England. 


"About all the stage can hope to 


do is portray things as they arc. You 
might call it a sort of journalism. 1£ 
people want to make something out 
of the play, let them. 


"But as for influencing people—I 


doubt that it does as a general rule 


Basic trends? 
'There aren't any. I remember see 


ing my grandmother play in 'Th.e Ri- 
vals.' I'm sure she—ynd the play- 
would be as good today as they were 
then. Aj-t is always art, and talent 


always talent. A good play is like 
great novel. It will last forever. 
poor one is like a cheap wisecrack 


•and will last about as long. 
"To say that there are trends in 


the theater, that the old plays would 
not be good today, is to say that 
Shakespeare would be no good, or 
Aeschylus or Aristophanes. And as for 
talent, I'm sure Joe Jefferson or the 
Booths would fill the house as well 
today as they did more than 50 years 
ago." 


Has Greeted Two Rivals 


In 40 years Miss Barrymore has seen 


the rise of two rivals to the stage 
—the movies and the radio—but she 
isn't worried about either of them. 


"The movies, to one who loves the 


stage, leave something lacking, the 
human feeling perhaps. I don't mean 
to say there isn't talent in the mov- 
ies: there must be, No one could 
last over many years without talent, 
even with good looks. 


"The radio, with its time limita- 


tions—a half-hour at the most—does 
not offer the opportunity for a real 
play. I was on a radio drama series 
a while back and could hardly wait 
until it was over. There's no sub- 
stance to radio theater."

And 
this at a time when the tide of peo- 
ple flocking to the cities seems to 
have reversed itself and for the first 
time the census figures show a a in- 
crease in the rural population. 


;But against this tide swims gov- 


ernment. The population of Wash- 
ington has grown 36 per cent since 
1930, 
a rate of increase 
exceeded 


only by Miami and San Diego. It 
has 'slopped over its limits, and Arl- 
irigton county, across the Potomac in 
Virginia, is the fastest-growing county 
'in the United States. Office build- 
' ings cannot be built fast enough to 
rocket. 
, One answer has been proposed by 
Representative Everett M. Dirksen of 
Illinois. He has introduced into the 


p,house a resolution which .would call 
;for * moving" many government ' bu" 
reaus bodily from Washington to oth- 
er cities. Even allowing for Dirksen's 
probable direct interest in getting 
some of them for Chicago or for 
his native Pekin district, maybe this 
is worth thinking about. 


,Dirksen argues that, 5100,000,000 was 


spent last year by officials in travel 
from Washington to other places where 
government business was being clone; 
that many of the functions of gov- 
ernment, like social securit, railroad 
control of various kinds, census bu- 
reau, housing and home loan work, 
maritime controls, WPA, CCC, vet- 
eran's work, and agricultural aid, 
could just as efficiently and perhaps 
more economically be discharged in 
'other parts of the country. 
- Does too great a concentration of 
the nation's life blood for safety 
pass through Washington? New York? 
Chicago? Detroit? Ought we to be- 
gin thinking seriously of doing some- 
thing about it?

little can be" told about a person's pro- 
ficiency aS'an'atltomobile driver from 
the most meticulous medical examin- 
ation of his body, except in a few 
rare cases. How well the person cart 
use his eyes, even how rapidly he 
can move his foot from the gas pedal 
to the bra-ke also have, as a rule, 
little to do with whether or not he 
has traffic accidents or violations. 


The important causes of traffic dis- 


asters, he finds, are in the emo- 
toins of drivers, in their attitudes to- 
ward_ tlie speed of other cars as well 
ns his own—'{what the other driver 
is going to do." 


(A peculiarity Dr. Selling finds dis- 
tinctive of many woman drivers

their tendency, to keep too far away 
from 
the bright-hand side 
of the 


lighway. He believes that this may 


a mild form of claustrophobia, or 


ihe fear of being cramped. 


Traffic accidents increase among old- 


er persons, he also learns, due to their 
tendency of being overly cautious. 


Young drivers have a peak accident 


rate largely because they have not 
yet learned to' respect 
the rights 


of others. Some few never learn to 
respect these rights and remain chron- 
ic and habitual traffic offenders. 


Chubby, black-eyed Dr. Selling has 


lad special ^apparatus built for test- 
ng traffic offenders. Some of these 
ingenious devices are in his large 
office 
where 
he 
sits 
occasionally 


glancing out of ,a gigantic window 
which is some 20 feet high. 


Dr. Selling,quite naturally is irrita- 


:ed by poor or reckless driving which 
le sees on the highways, but has 
a calm scientific attitude toward such 
stupities. He does not yell out of his 
window at the annoying drivers, or 
slow his horji to reprimand them and 
curse loudly to himself 
after he 


•ias driven" away. 


He: is alsp.? irritated by people who 


make a few* observations and think 
ihey have found the cure for reck- 
,ess driving,. Search for such a cure 
is a complicated task which requires 
not only ^thorough analysis of all 
'actors in •- each traffic accident but 
also a wide, amount. of training to 
be' qualified .for the analyses. "'.. 


Dr. Selling,' himself, has seven ad- 


vanced degrees, including three doc- 
tors' degrees, and attended four uni- 
versities. He is a rnember of 26 scienti- 
fic and professional societies in the 
United States, and of seven in for- 
eign countries.^,

Quoddy Project Now Trains Boys to 
Take Jobs in Defense Industry 


WASHINGTON - The ?5,006,000 mo- 


del village Which the army built nt 
Quoddy, Me., for a tide-hnniessing 
project .that never came off, has be- 
:ome n \\seful part of the national de- 
fende program.

Youth Adminislration, Quoddy is Serv- 
ing ns n center in which hundreds 
of young men nre being fitted for 
future roles as producers of war-es- 
sential materials. 


Within ft few days, nppvoSimale- 


ly 1000 young men from New Eng- 
land, New York and New Jersey 
will be in residence nt Quoddy, to 
team trades tmd acquire skills for 
various phases of defense protection, 
The training program is much moro 
elaborate and thorough than anything 
NYA previously offered. Formerly, n 
youngster getting an NYA shop course 
put in only about two inonlhs nt it 
and got little more than a ground- 
ing in safety habits, shop termino- 
logy and so on. At Kiloddy, he will 
get from four months to n year of 
training, and will come out—if not 
a fully qualified machinist or me- 
chanic, at least a man who is fitted 
to start in somewhere ns n helper 
with prospects of developing quick- 
ly Into a skilled worker. 


The long-idle barracks and other 


quarters' are filling up. Each hoy 
us he arrives is assigned 'o a job 
in one of the maintenance units. There 
he does the ordinary work of keep- 
ing the Quoddy plant in shape -paint- 
ing, plumbing repairs, carpentry, elec- 
trical repair work, and the like. Af- 
ter about eight weeks he is ready 
to take u specialized course. 


Aviation Mechanics in the 


. Making 


. Biggest of the classes is tn avia- 
tion, where some 200 boys are get- 
ting a grounding in airplane mechan- 
ics, construction and repair. The boys 
who take this course must be high 
school graduates; the course last for 
a year, and boys who graduate will 
be permitted to take Civil Aeronautics 
Board examinations for aircraft and 
engine mechanics' licenses. 


Another large class is in the machine 


shop, which will have some 200 boys 
by March. A third is a sheet metal 
shop, where slightly more than 100 


boys will get six montlis of training. 
Courses in agriculture, radio and in 
the operation of a cafeteria are also 
available. 


Instruction in nil of these classes 


is given, not by NYA, but by in- 
structors from tho stnte of Maine's 
educational system.

fight as stoutly on stomach bloated 
with French pastry as they can on 
stomachs filled with solid army beans 
sounds like one of those foreign isms 
against which we are told to be con- 
stantly on guard." 


If the new army turns out to be a 


bunch of pastry-soft creampuffs, do 
not say Crawford didn't warn you.
